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St. Albert Council Monday 
night nanimously approved 
Bylaw 19/72 which states 
in part that town council is 
empowered to relieve Pre- 
ventive Social Services per- 
sonnel at anytime for just 
cause. 

Once this bylaw was giv- 
en final reading of 6 - 9 
(Councillor Bob Hudson was 
absent), Councillor John 
Bakker, initiator of the by- 
law, proceeded to define 
council’s future steps in 
dealing with the PSS issue 
in the form of a three-pron- 
ged motion. 


In making his motion, 
Councillor Bakker first spel- 
led out thatthe St. Albert 
Preventive Social Services 
board terminate its period 
of office effective March 5; 
that town council advertise 
for nominations for a new 
PSS board, setting the dead- 
line for applications as of 
March 8 at 5 p.m. and that 
town council elect a new PSS 
board from applications re- 
ceived at a council meeting 
set for March 12, Councillor 
Bakker’s motion was carried 
6-%, 

Thus ended a turbulent 
chapter inthe PSS saga where 
infighting, dissenting, accu- 
sations, counter attacks and 
general disunity had brought 
about the PSS issue before 
council. In fact, the PSS iss- 
ue has come before council 
on several previous occa- 
sions when problems were 
temporarily ironed out. How- 
ever, when the issue showed 
signs that it might erupt into 
a major crisis over the pro- 
posed dismissal of one of its

members, Mrs, Hennie 
Stibbe, council inherited the 
problem at its February 12 
committee meeting. That was 
when the PSS problems were 
to be aired and solved. In- 
stead, on a motion by Coun- 
cillor Myrna Fyfe, council 
approved her motion that 
whatever testimony given to 
council on the testy PSS is- 
sue, be given under oath. 


This provoked a sudden halt 
in proceedings and the whole 
affair was referred to Mon- 
day, February 19. 

At 8:29 p.m. when council 
was prepared to hear pro or 
con evidence on the PSS dis- 
pute, Mayor Ray Gibbon ex- 
plained that the town solici- 
tor had informed council that 
there was no applicable law

New Bylaw Cripples 
Snowmobile Group 


At Monday night’s council 
meeting, Bylaw 6/72 failed 
to pass througha third read- 
ing therefore is subject to 
be rewritten and perhaps 
re-appear before a future 
meeting of council. 

By failing to receive rat- 
ification proposed bylaw 6/ 
2 is thus pushed back into 
limbo and of course fails to 
rescind three previous by- 
laws and amendments draft- 
ed to regulate the use of 
off-highway vehicles. That 
means that the old bylaws 
57/89, 2/79 and ?7/70 are 

still in effect. 

The next bylaw to come 
forward for third reading 
was 7/72 which deals with 
off-highway vehicles and 
spells out where and when 
these vehicles can or can- 
not operate in St. Albert. It 
was carried through third 
reading by a vote of 4 - 2 
and thus became law. Mayor 
Gibbon and Councillor de 
Bruijn voted against third 
reading. 

Ratification of this bylaw 
therefore curtails off-high- 
way vehicles from public 
parks, school lands within 
St. Albert, from operating 
on the Sturgeon River within 
the corporate limits of St. 


Albert and so on through 
nine clauses, 

Soon as the vote was re- 
corded members of the St. 
Albert Snowmobile Associa- 
tion present in the gallery 
erupted into monologues 
directed at council. Although 
citizens are not allowed to 


voice opinions during coun- 
cil meetings, unless through 
pre-arranged appointments, 
Mayor Ra} Gibbon let 
Messrs. Wally Semotiuk, 
Dr. Eldor Thomas and Art 
Perrot have ‘their final kick 
at the cat’.

in Alberta covering this type 
of evidence under oath. The 
town solicitor also said in 
his letter that such a quasi- 
court procedure was not in- 
cluded in the Act and 
reflected further that such 
a procedure had never been 
used inthe history of Alberta. 
Town solicitor concluded his 
letter of information by re- 
commending that council 
would be wise not to enter- 
tain such evidence under oath 
because such was not desir- 
able. 

Armed with this informa- 
tion, council was briefly pon- 
dering its next move when a 
member of the jam-packed 
gallery, Don Boyer, solici- 
tor representing Mrs. Hennie 
Stibbe asked to be heard. 
In his remarks, Mr. Boyer 
reiterated the terms of the 
law already described by the 
town solicitor and enlarged 
upon the situation as it pre- 
sently stood. 

Mr. Boyer said that in 
view of the fact that council 
had converted itself into a 
quasi-court, members of 
council automatically became 
quasi-judges and therefore 
questioned their eligibility 
to sit on such a hearing. 
Mr. Boyer singled out two 
councillors, John de Bruijn 
and Myrna Fyfe as being 
prejudiced onthis issue since 
they had already made pub- 
lic statements favoring Mrs, 
Stibbe’s removal from the 
PSS board, ‘for just cause.’ 

On this note, both coun- 
cillors Fyfe and de Bruijn 
left the council chambers, 
thus leaving Mayor Gibbon 
and three councillors re- 
maining. At this juncture, 
PSS chairman of the board 
Ron Gaunce attempted to 
bring forth a point to dis- 
qualify Mayor Gibbon from 
sitting on the hearing be- 
cause he too had prejudiced 
himself. Mayor Gibbon ad- 
mitted that he should vacate 
his chair because he was 
guilty too. He did, however, 
point out that council would 
then be reduced to less than 
a qiarum and therefore the 
whole exercise would be in 
vain. 

After both councillors 
Fyfe and de Bruijn returned 
to their chairs and partici- 
pated in favor of the new 
bylaw and motion, submiss- 
ions were heard and others 
were received but not cir- 
culated. First was a sub- 
mission from R. Prather 
who was unable to deliver 
his views personally, there- 
fore had his paper read by 
Councillor Rod Throndson, 

Dick Wilson, another in- 
terested citizen read his own 
views on the PSS issue and 
so did Roger Gariepy. Mrs. 
L. Kuzz, president of the 
St. Albert Help Society de- 
livered a comprehensive re- 
port on PSS funded projects 
such as the Homemaker Ser- 
vice, Mother’s Day Out pro- 
gram and the proposed Meals 
On Wheels program. Other

The 722 acres involved 
are located on the south- 
eastern boundaries of St. 
Albert and are described as 
River Lots 41 to 45 and 
additional lands. Locally 
these lands are referred to 
Neighborhood 11 and 12 or 
the Allarco Property. 

Representing Allarco, the 
applicants for annexation in 
the case was Louis Charle- 


bois, barrister and solicitor 
of Edmonton who hadas supp- 
orting expert witnesses Gor- 
don Fruet of Associated En- 
gineering Services Ltd., 
D. L. Makale and P, D. G. 
Edwards of the firm of Ma- 
kale, Holloway and Asso- 
ciates Ltd., townand regional 
planning consultants. 

Acting on behalf of the 
Town of St. Albert and the 
MD of Sturgeon was Michael 
C. Welsh, barrister and sol- 
icitor of the firm of Brown- 
lee and Fryett, also of Ed- 
monton, Called upon totesti- 
fy in opposition of the annex- 
ation application were Town 
of St. Albert Mayor Ray Gib- 
bon, MD of Sturgeon Reeve 
Walter Van de Walle, MD of 
Sturgeon Councillor W. J, 
Flynn, R. N, Giffen, exe- 
cutive director Edmonton 
Regional Planning Commis- 
sion.

Art Perrott, public relations 
director withthe association 
pleaded for more time in 
which to prove the feasi- 
bility of the association, es- 
pecially for next season. 

Mayor Gibb: i opposed the 
motion on the strength that 
council had made a bargain 
with the snowmobile asso- 
ciation and didn’t want to 
renege on his word. Coun- 
cillor de Bruijn likewise 
voted against the motion on 
the strength that inhis view, 
it was ridiculous and bad 
legislation to permit snow- 
mobiles to operate on St. 
Albert streets and avenues 
but not onthe SturgeonRiver, 

In an interview with mem- 
bers of the Snowmobile 
Association after the meet- 
ing The Gazette was infor- 
med by Dr. Eldor Thomas, 
president of the association 
that in view of the ratifica- 
tion of bylaw 7/72, in all 
likelihood the association 
would disband. 
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Max McCann was appoin- 
ted publicity chairman;

The controversy in St. 
Albert on whether to con- 
tinue allowing snowmobilers 
to use the streets pictures 
the snowmobiler as a men- 
ace to pedestrians, a des- 
poiler of lawns and shrubs, 
and a noisy disturber of the 
peace. On the other hand, 
the snowmobilers themsel- 
ves claim they will police 
themselves and each other; 
they will regulate their own 
speed to 10 miles an hour 
on streets, and they will be 
careful to hurt no one. 

The Alberta Safety Coun- 
cil’s position is not socom- 
plex. The evidence is that 
the snowmobiler and his 
passengers are the ones 
killed and injured when they 
are allowed to mix with 
motor vehicle traffic and we 
are concerned for them to a 
greater degree than anyone 
else, 

The principal reason for 
the snow vehicle operators’ 
determination to have the 
right to endanger themsel- 
ves appears to be a reluc- 
tance to load the machines 
on a trailer and tranport 
them to open country. The 
Safety Council believes that 
no person who has purchased 
a snowmobile in Albertawas 
given to understand that he 
would be allowed to use the 
streets. Golf, hockey, base-

The St. Albert Protestant 
Separate School District No, 
6 approved a paper tabled 
by board chairman C, E, 
Schroeder, directed to E, F, 
Bardock and L, W. Matt- 
hews of the Department of 
Education in reference to a 
study on school transporta- 
tion, The St, Albert No. 6 
board, in its paper, made 
the following observations 
and recommendations for 
the Department of Educa- 
tion’s consideration, 

The Board contends that 
the criterion used by the 
Department of Education to 
establish pupil eligibility for 
grant-supported transpor- 
tation forces school juris- 
dictions, because of finan- 
cial constraints, to adopt 
inequitable busing policies 
which create continuous 
parental dissatisfaction, 

Since grants are not paid 
for those pupils ‘‘who re- 
side within 1-1/2 miles of 
the school they attend,’’ the 
width of a street is often 
the deciding factor that 
makes the children in one 
house eligible and those in 
the house opposite ineligible 
Moreover, this rigid limi- 
tation prevents the board, 
without cost to the district, 
from making special pro- 
visions for young children 
who live less than 1-1-2 
miles from school, As a 
result, illogical situations 
frequently occur where a 
teen-age student rides the 
bus while a neighboring pri- 
mary pupil walks,

The Board also believes 
that this inflexible pupil eli- 
gibility regulation is in- 
compatible with the depart- 
ment’s directive to maxi- 
mize the utilization ofclass- 
room space by following a 
flexible policy inthe designe 
ation of school attendance 
areas, Parents would be 
more amenable to having 
their children (particularly 
those in division one) tran- 
Sferred from the ‘‘neigh- 
borhood school’’ ifthe pupils 
affected were eligible for 
grant supported busing when 
they live a MILE or more 
(instead of 1-1/2 miles or 
more) from the school they 
are designated to attend, 

It is therefore recomme 
ended that the Department 
of Education establish a 
flexible regulation govern- 
ing school grants for pupil 
transportation so that the 
board can adopt a more 
equitable busing policy bas- 
ed on pupil needs, which 
may include conveying ele- 
mentary children who live 
a mile or more from the 
school they must attend and 
busing pupils during winter 
months only. While addit- 
ional funds would be most 


welcome in order to--im- ‘ 


prove school busing ser- 
vices, the board does not 
expect further financial sup- 
port under more flexible 
regulations, but does re- 
quest the opportunity to est- 
ablish its own busing prior- 
ities,

living and in the face of this 
some beautifully delivered 
lines stand out in stark ree 
lief, 

In the end these ladies 
help you to reach two cone 
clusions: 

1) “you are going to rot, 
I don’t care how you wrap 
it’’ 

2) ‘life stutters with if,’’ 
Lines like this are comic 
enough on the surface but as 
the ladies reflect, the tra- 
gedy sinks in, 

Harold Pinter’s The 
Lover is a different kind of 
thing again, but it has its 
tragedy too, and this tragedy 
can be seen in the bedroom 
boredom of the marriage of 
Richard and Sarah, These 
two, played by Richard 
Young and Karen Enright, 
struggle to infuse some new 
life into their worn-out mare 
riage by some strange sube 
terfuges, In the end Richard 
is still the frustrated, bor- 
ed, husband and Sarah is 
still the neurotic, hemmed- 
in housewife, None of their 
diversions succeed and even 
Peter McCaffery, the milk 
man, is unable to shatter 
the illusion which they 
create, That the illusionwas 
real to the audienceis acre- 
dit to the performers and the 
director, Ray Hunt, 

It was a good anniversary 
party. It would be even better 
if such anniversaries were 
more frequent,

PSS Initiates $9,829 LIP-Backed Projects 


Three St, Albert areas of 
community services have 
been receiving additional 
attention since late January 
through the approval of a 
Local Initiatives grant, app- 
lied for by the Preventa- 
tive Social Services, The 
projects include co-ordina- 
tion and the promotion of 
senior citizen activities, 
similar efforts for St, Albert 
youths, and education and 
co-ordination towards poll- 
ution control and environ- 
mental cleanup, 

It is generally accepted 
that much voluntary work 
has gone into these three 
social areas, by other fac- 
tions ofthe community, how- 
ever, St, Albert’s Preventa- 
tive Social Services board 
members felt that LIP funds 
could be put to good use in 
these three areas of con- 
cern, and will assess the 
results when the undertak- 
ing is completed May 31, 
1973, 

Mrs, Mona Acker, PSS 
director said that the need 
for assistance inthese three 
social areas were made evie 
dent through recommenda- 
tions tabulated recently in 
the Charette Report, and 
discussed often and at great 
length while the five-day 
Charette was being held in 
October of last year, It was 
following this social experi- 
ment (The Charette) that the 
PSS board decided to make

Capital Punishment 


By Marcel Lambert 

Some days, a Member of 
Parliament comes up 
against a real cruncher of 
a decision and one of those 
days is fast approaching - 
when Members of all Par- 
ties will be asked to face 
the issue of capital punish- 
ment in a free vote in the 
House of Commons, Capital 
punishment is not an ore 
dinary issue, because the 
decision to retain or abolish 
the death penalty affects hu- 
man lives in a way in which 
most other decisions do not, 
Moreover, the life of the 
convicted murderer is not 
the only one to consider - 
what of that of the innocent 
victim, Extinguished, must 
it be forgotten? 

Therefore, the decision 
is doubly difficult and it is 
further complicated by pre- 
sent trends in our society 
which have tended to polar- 
ize the issue, 

We are in an age where 
preservation of life in all 
its forms has become ex- 
tremely important to the 
individual, I think Canadians 
believe, for the most part, 
that there is much progress 
to be made in humanizing 
punishment so that prison- 
ers can be rehabilitated ra- 
ther than brutalized, But

Canadians also believe that 
this can only be accomp- 
lished with full awareness 
that the penal system exists 
as much for the protection 
of society as for the re- 
habilitation of offenders. 
However, for many these 
purposes are reversed in 
priority - a grievous mis- 
take I think, 

In the spring of 1971, 
Mr, Goyer began to imple- 
ment his policy of penal 
reform, But Mr. Goyer’s 
reforms, however well-in- 
tentioned, lacked controls, 
and their implementation 
resulted in a number of 
abuses through which inno- 
cent people suffered, 

By late 1972, Mr. Goyer 
had been dismissed as Sole 
icitor General of Canada, 
But the memory of the 
abuses lives on in the minds 
of Canadians, and this, if 
anything, has blurred the 
debate over the issue of cap- 
ital punishment, 

The bill has three pur= 
poses; to reinstate the five 
year extension of the ban on 
hanging which expired De- 
cember 29, 1972, and to 
extend the ban to December 
31, 1977; to eliminate the 
terms ‘‘capital murder” in 
relation to murder punish- 
able by life imprisonment; 
to ensure that the definition 
of *‘murder punishable by 
death’’ refers to murder of 
a police officer, prison 
guard and so on, 

The main issue ofcourse, 
is whether Canada should 
abolish or retain capital 
punishment, Since 1962, no 
one has been hanged in Can- 
ada, And although there have 
been convictions for the 
murder of police officers 
since 1968, the cabinet has 
commuted each one,

not only in Canada, but also 
in other countries, A Weeke 
end Magazine survey cone 
ducted on December 9, 1972 
found that 70 per cent of its 
responses favoured reten- 
tion and the actual use of 
capital punishment - not just 
a capital sentence to be lat- 
er commuted to so-called 
life imprisonment, 

Therefore, it is safe to 
assume that Canadians de- 
mand more protection that 
the alternatives to capital 
punishment provide at the 
moment, And this requires 
that each Member of Parlia- 
ment not only make a value 
judgement about the issue of 
capital punishment itself, 
but consider also, the issues 
of parole practices, sen- 
tence remission and general 
penal reform, 

The debate continues until 
some date in the future, I 
have always favoured, and 
have said so in Parliament - 
and on the election platform, 
capital punishment with a 
carefully retrained use of 
commutation, I have not read 
nor heard of any further 
facts or arguments which 
persuade me to change my 
mind, I intend to vote against 
the bill.

Sturgeon Rec. Bd. Poll 
Seeking Ratepayers Views 


The Municipal District of 
sturgeon Council working in 
sonjunction with the Stur- 
eon Recreation Board are 
interested in how much resi- 
jents are willing to pay for 
recreation facilities, In1972 
there was an allotment of 
approximately one millused 
in recreation for admini- 
stration and community pro- 
grams, These costs will 
continue, so the intention of 
this poll is to find the ine 
crease, if any, ratepayers 
want for facilities, 

The mill rate each year 
would be used to build and 
maintain new facilities as 
well as renovate and maine 
tain existing facilities, An 
approximate ratio of the 
money used for building and 
renovating compared to 
maintenance has been sugg- 
ested as 3 (building and 


renovating) to 1 (mainten- 
ance), 

One mill in the Municipal 
District of Sturgeon brings 
a revenue of approximately 
$22,000, One mill will cost 
you 1/1000 of your assess- 
ment. Therefore if your as- 
sessment is $4,500 you will 
pay $4.50 increase for each 
mill increase. ' 

The recreation board 
feels that if facilities are 
wanted, a constant mill rate 
is necessary so proper plan- 
ning can be done, In amuni- 
cipality as large as Stur- 
geon proper planning is a 
necessity so each area can 
obtain proper services from 
the proposed facilities, If 
ratepayers wish a mill rate 
set aside for recreation face 
ilities the recreation board, 
working in conjunction with
